In the High Court yesterday Mr.

Messrs. Peakin had obtained an 
interim injunction to restrain Thomas 
Ward, Mountjoy square; Patrick 
O'Connor, Cole’s ¢; “Michael 
Kavanagh, Dunmanus road, bra, 
and George Jolly, Fenian Street, 
Dublin, from picketing their premises ; 
and an interim injunction to restrain 
James Larkin, General Secretary of the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland, from 
issuing, Or rmitting to be issued. 

lacards bearing the words, ‘* Workers’ 
Union of Ireland. Strike On Here.” 
and “ Workers’ Union of Ireland. 
This Firm ‘is Unfair to Trade Union 
Labour,” or similar or other placards 
to the same effect fot the purpose of 
picketing the premises, 

Giving judgment on the motion for 
an interlocutory injunction, Mr. Justice 
Overend said that it was well known 
that a trade dispute of the first magni- 
tude was going on in Dublin, and 
the question was whether Messrs. 
Peakin Brothers were so connected 
with it'as to bring the union within 
the protection of the Trades Disputes 
Act. He had been satisfied on Mr. 
Larkin’s affidavit that -_ member of 
the firm was actively engaged on the 
side of the Master Victualle ers’ Associa- 
tion in taking part in what was a 
general trades dispute in Dublin, and, 
furthermore, that eight years ago there 
had been a dispute with Messrs.
